RAILY. PAYMENT WILL SPARE 
BORROWING, WILL NOT RE 
DUCE PUBLIC DEBT 


EDMONTON—Now that the Al- 
berta government has received a cash 
payment on the Northern Railway 
sale and has safely banked it in its 
capital account, the fact is becoming 
evident that the proceeds of the deal 
-are providing the main part of the 
government’s capital expenditures 
for the present year. 

The $5,000,000 paid over to the 
provincial treasurer Tuesday is the 
ueavy end of the total capital re- 
ceipts for the year which are esti- 
mated at $6,838,587 the estimated 
capital expenditure as reported to 
the legislature is $6,185,844 and the 
government is’ therefore expecting 
to have a little surplus for the year 
vn this particular account. 

Hon O. L. McPherson is the minis 
ter who will have the spending of 
most of the money represented in the 
payment on the two trans-contin’ 
ental railways. The total capital ap- 
propriations for the department of 
public works this year amounts to 
$4,795,365 which will make a.big levy 
on the proceeds from the railway 
sale instalment. 

What the situation figures down 
to in terms of finance is that the 
government will be spared the ne- 
cessity of making any further capital 
berrowings this year. The public 
debt that is to say will not be in- 
creased and neither will it be re- 
duced.

SUNBURN 1S HEALTHY

Avoid being overly zealous in your 
efforts to gct sunburned. Half an 
hour at a time is quite as long as 
any part of the body, not accusi- 
cmed to exposure, should be sub: 
jected to the strong rays of the sun, 
fer the first few days; then it will 
be quite safe to increase the time 
io an hour, and after a fairly good 
coat of tan has been developed you 
are well protected against the dan- 
gers of sunburn. If you do not take 
these precautions your holiday may 

be spoiled—painfully. 

Furthermore, recent revelations 
as regards the therapeutic value of 
the chemical rays of the sun have 
been such as to make one feel that 
it would. be diffiqult to over-esti- 
mate their importance. Therefore, 
we redommend for gmall children 
{ze sun suits which can be obtained 
‘n any of our stores. These suits 
orly protect the hips and upper 
parts of the thighs and leave the 
xtlance of the body exposed to the 
sun’s rays. 

It is well to bear in mind that in 
order to get the therapeutic bene- 
fits it is not absolutely necessary 
that you be exposed to the direct 
rays of the sun—there is the sky 
shine, or reflected rays from the sky 
ard clouds. On a clear day you may 
lie or sit on the shady side of the 
rouse, with the blue dome above 
yuu, and get from one-third to one- 
hulf of the benefits of the rays of 
he sun that you would get by ex- 
posing yourself directly to them. 

For mosquitoes three things should 
be remembered—netting, liquid am- 
mecnia, and coal oil. 

The netting shuts them eit the 
liquid ammonia, applied promptly to 
a bite, frequently neutralizers the 
poison and prevents subsequent itch- 
ing, and the coal oil, put in very 
small quantities on top of water in 
rain-barrels, little ponds, etc., pre- 
vent the mosquito larvae from de- 
veloping into mosquitoes. Further- 
Inore, certain aromatic preparations 


such as spirits of camphor, menthol | 


ard oil of citronella, may be applied 
to exposed parts of the body to 
keep these pests away. 

Insist that your food be protected 
from the filthy, disease.spreading 
house-fly. 

And do.not be on the go all the 
t.me during a holiday. Take some 
reading matter with you and spend 
part of the day, particularly in the 
middle of the day, in the shade of 
the trees, in your hammock, or in 
an easy chair, or lying on a rug on 
the ground. Do not dance every 
night during your holiday and ex- 
pect to come home rested and _ re- 
freshed for the balance of the year.

According to a special “holiday 
bulletin’ issued by the Canadian 
Social Hygiene Council, in co-oper- 
ation with the Department of Pub- 
.lc Health of Toronto, there are a 
numbcr of “don'ts” and ‘do's’? which 
the holidaying city or town-dweller 
should observe, if his constitution is 
to stand the strain of the summer 
rest-period, ‘ 

Don’t scratch mosquito bites, don’t 
pick poison ivy, watch your milk 
and water supplies and get plenty 
of sun but not too much at once, are 
some of the admonitions. 

And here. is an emergency med- 
ical kit that everyone is advised to 
pack in the suit case: 3 or 4 band- 
ages, 2 or 3 inches wide; % pound 
of sterilized gauze; 1 ounce of ab- 
sorbent cotton; 1 or 2 ounces of tinc- 
ture of iodine; 1 small roll of ad- 
nesive plaster about 1 inch wide; 
1 ounce of boracic acid; 1 or 2 ounces 
of bicarbonate of soda; a hot water 
rottle; 2 ounces of aromatic spirits 
of ammonia; for mosquitoes three 
things should be remembered—net- 
ling, liquid ammonia and coal oil. 

The last item is important in the 
event of a collapse, the bulletin ad- 
vises. From one-half: to a teaspoon- 
ful of aromatic spirits of ammonia 
in a wine-glass of water acts more 
promptly than whiskey or brandy. 
.c is one of the best- stimulants we 
nave. Cuts or bruises should be 
washed with soap and water and 
carefylly painted with tincture of 
indine. Splinters should be removed 
with a needle sterilized by being

weter, and the injured place treat- 
ed with iodine. Poison ivy irritation 
should be treated with the juice of 
the jewel -wced, a plant growing 
two to four feet high, in marshy 
places, and possessing a juicy, semi- 
translucient stem, and with orange- 
colored flowers with brown spots.

It is intimated that this visit pre- 
cedes possible action on a large 
scabe. 

Drilling Contractor Boggs, of the 
firm of Murphy and Boggs, is en- 
gaged unloading boiler equipment for 
his high speed rotary equipment 
which is in place on Admiral Oil 
site, close to Wainwel) locations. 

Blair and Stevens are setting up 
on Bethwain location while F. E. 
‘Stevens is supervising the arrang- 
ing of rotary equipment on Beau- 
mont Oils site where his drill crews 
will spud in within a few days. 

Sasko-Wainwright location was 
rot hindered in their production by 
the blowing down of their No. 1 der- 
rick, as the product is continuing its 
way to Associated refinery and to- 
the public in refined form.

GRAIN FIELDS 


Unfavorable weather conditions 
says the crop report of the Bank of 
ontreal, have militated against a 
rcrmal growth over extensive areas 
in the prairie provinces, and crops 
are backward and straw is gener- 
aily short. Scattered showers have 
been beneficial but more moisture is 
urgently needed throughout the 
West. In Quebec the weather has 
continued favorable, and all crops 
are making satisfactory progress. In 
Ontario recent rains have greatly 
improved the condition of the crops, 
and haying is now gemerat, with 
the prospect of a good yield. In the 
maritime provinces the crops, 
tbough improving, still show the ef- 
fects of the lack of early rain. In 
British Columbia weather conditions 
are very good, and crops are mak- 


iug satisfactory growth. 
Alberta.-In. the western area 
since the last report, rains in the 


northern section have prevented fur- 
ther deterioration in grain and pas- 
ture, but more moisture is urgently 
needed. In the southern portion, con- 
ditions are favorable with sugar 
beets making good progress. Follow- 
ing rains in the northeastern area, 
crops show some improvement and 
the outlook is more hopeful, but the 
yield will be below average.

The privilege of spending a dollar 
where its purchasing power is great 
est even if such saving is only in the 
<nind of the spender is a right which 
cannot be denied anyone. 

While a local purveyor of some com 
reodity bemoans the inroads which 
“buying-out-°of-town” has made in 
his receipts he will yct place an order 
with an out-of-town solicitor for an 
article which he could procure right 
at home. True, he possibly saves 10 
cent on his dollar but so do his cus- 
tcmers who buy out of town—and so 
the cycle of out-of-town buying goes 
on toward completion. 

None of us are free from its effects. 
Twelve solicitors from city printeries 
canvass the town of Wainwright reg , 
viarly in addition to clothing and gro i

get business. And this is true in spite | 
of the fact that a phone call on 45 
will bring a representative from the 
loca] printer with suggestions and!

MARRY FOR 
LONGEVITY 


The finding of statisticians in Ger 
many that married people may ex- 
pect to live five years longer than 
single folk under the law of aver- 
ages is interesting and provides a 
field for speculation. 

The German scientists who delve 
into figures try to explain them by 
suggesting that the greater longevity 
enjoyed by wedded people than the 
bachelors of both sexes may be due 
‘o the more regular home life and 
better health enjoyed by the former 

On the other hand we remember 
reading not long ago that statistic- 
ians in the United States had come 
to the conclusion that people who 
ate in restaurants enjoyed on the aver

€. home because the restaurant menu

I wonder if this isn’t the solution 
of the wails of the local small-town 
storekeepers and a safe answer to 
the “Buy-at-Home” problem through 
eut the entire country. If the home 
town merchant would stop becfing 
end appealing in vain to local patriot 
ism and put in a few sound retail] busi 
ness principles instead, the home 
folks wouldn’t be drifting off to near 
by cities to spend their spare dollars

Every baby should -be breast-fed. 
There are few mothers who cannot 
nurse their babies if they try to do 
so and there are few mothers who 
would not make the effort if they 


understood how important it is that'} 


ithe baby should have his natural 
‘190d There is no other milk, or no 
preparation which is just as good as 
| breast milk. Breast milk is purer, 
cieaner and more easily digested 
than any other food and it requires 
no preparation. 

Mothers sometimes wean their bab- 
ies because they think that they 
brave not enough milk, or that the 
quality is not good. This is a serious 
mistake. Every effort should be 
made to keep up the quantity avail- 
able and it is much better for the 
haby that he receive some breast 
r ilk the necessary supplementary a 
mount of nourishment is given after 
the nursing according to the feeding 
tirmula given by the physician. | 

The baby should be fed at regular 
intervals. Not only is this desirable 
from the standpoint of his digestion 
but it is important as the start of 
proper habits in tHe child. If he is a 
gieep at nursing time he should be a- 
wakened and he should not be allow 
ec to fall asleep while he is at the 
breast. The feeding takes from ten 
tu fifteen minutes. After feeding the 
baby should be held over the+should 
er in order to allow him to get rid 
of the air which he has’ swallowed 

During the hot weather particul- 
asily the fact that babies become 
thirsty should not be forgotten and 
tne baby should be offered cooled 
water, previously boiled if there is 
eny question of purity, between feed 
ings. 

Under ordinary conditions, the 
baby is nursed’ for eight or nine 
nonths longer perhaps are not good 
fo. the child. The baby should not 
be weaned excepting upon the ad- 
v.ce as to what diet he is to receive 
As a rule babies are not weaned dur 


Breast-feeding makes for strong- 
er, healthier babies, and it protects 
‘hem from the dangers of disease. 
Artificial feeding even of the high- 
est quality is, at the best an attempt 
to imitate the natural feeding.

GREEN MANURE VS. 
BARNYARD MANURE 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


An experiment has been in pro- 
gress for a number of years on the 
Dominion Experimental Station Scott 
Saskatchewan, to determine the value 
of green manure crops, particularly 
sweet, clover for North-western Sask | 
otchewan. 

A common grain rotation was used 
consisting of summerfallow, wheat 
and oats, and the experiment was. ar 
ranged to have manure ploughed 
uown in the summer-fallow year. 
Sweet clover was seeded down with 
the oats. Field peas were sown in 
two plots in the spring of the sum- 
mer-fallow year at the rate of 2% 
bushels per acre. This left in the 
sgummer-fallow year a comparison of 
ordinary summer-fallow against 
these green manure crops. Sweet clov 
er was ploughed down when about 
eighteen inches high. One plot of peas 
was ploughed down when commenc- 
ing to bloom, and the other when 
the peas were in full bloom. 

In another plot twelve tons of rot- 
ted manure per acre was ploughed 
down to compare with the others test 
ed. Ordinary summer-fallow proce- 
dure was followed after the plough- 

ing was done. Results from plough 
ing down barnyard manure and green 
crops should show up on the follow- 
irg crops of wheat and oats. Re- 
sults from an average of six years 
show no ‘material increase in the 
yield of wheat from the plots where 
sweet clover or peas were ploughed 
under in the summer-fallow year, 
when compared with the plot receiv 
In no manure. Where the rotted man
